Minister Lowell, that the House of 
Representatives requested the inter- 
vention of the. ident to proeure 
a delay of execution, so that ‘it 
might be ‘ascertained whether 
O’ Donnell was an American citizen, 
and whether there had been. an 

error in his trial. The Secretary 


also sas teauied Minister Lowell that: 


in his view; the citizenship of 
O'Donnell might be considered es- 
tablished. The Minister was in- 
structed to ask of Her Majesty’s 
Government, a careful revision of 
the proceeding, and a delay of exe- 
cution till such revision should be 
made. All this was communicated 
to Lord Granville, who replied on 
Saturday, that due revision had 
been made—O’ Donnell’s counsel be- 
ing present—and that, upon full ex- 
amination, Her Majesty’s Govern- 


ment found no grounds for interfer-" 


‘fing with either sentence - or 
execution. 


O'Donnell was hanged to-day. 


What answer would our Govern: | 


ment have given the Minister of a 
nation claiming Guiteau or any 
other murderer or assassin con- 
victed in this country and sentenced 
* for his crime—if he suggested de- 
fects in our proceedings’ and 
claimed a stay of execution? The 
question of eitizenship really bad‘ 
nothing to do in the premises; and, 
in fine, one nation has no right to 
interfere in the internal policy of 
another, and few would attempt it 
but our own. How much an ap- 
proaching election may have 
quiekened the sympathy of Con-| 
gressmen for O’ Donnel is a question 
that —— its own answer.

O’Donnell’s Death. 
Lonpon, December 17. 
O'Donnell was notified at 7:30 to 
He was perfectly re- 
signed, and expressed great sorrow for 


had felt the greatest animosity for the 
witnesses who appeared against him, 
but that had now disappeared. O’Don- 

ell walked with great firmness and 
Pithout assistance of the wardens, 

ho stood closely around. He was 
calm and self-possessed. While stand- 
ing.on the drop he looked around un- 


goncernedly. Binns performed the 
Mmainder of bis duty quickly. He 
rae a drop of eight feet. The 
was plaeed.exactly as Marwood 

te place if, Binns pulled the 

te of the trap precisely as the 
SE Chufch clocks were strik-| 
ing 8 The crowds in from Newgate 
increased rapidly, and shortly before 
8 o’clock. numbered? 20,000 persons. 
The streets were. closely packed, but 


| the throng observed a quietand orderly 


demeanor. The Irish element was 
Tnét conspicuous: As the moment for 
execution approached, the crowd 
swa ‘up against prison wall and 

-way, Which was before kept 
clear, and‘it was blocked. ‘The police, 
however, moved rapidly through the 
multitde, and easily cleared the way. 
When the black flag was hoisted 
which announced the tragedy at an 
end, there was no demonstration, al- 
though suppressed excitement marked 
many faces. O’Donnell’s brother re- 
mained to the last, bitterly weeping in 
the centre of a sympathizing group. 
The clouds began to break as the hour 
of 8 approached, and when tbe black 
flag was run up, it was distinctly dis- 
played against the rising sun. The 
people immediately dispersed. 
O’Donnell’s brother occupied a door- 
way opposite the prison in viéw of the 
flagstaff upon which, his eyes were 
riveted. He was ah object of the deep- 
ést interest. The crowd pressed so 
élosely upon him the police had to in- 
| terfere for his protection. When:the 
black flag was hoisted, he removed hi, 
hat and remained some minutes ap- 
parently praying, his fingers working 
painfully. He stood upon the spot 
sometime after the execution. To peo- 
ple lingering around he said in a 
hoarse voice: ‘*My poor brother, he 
has died as bravely, as a man ever 
died.”’” This was received with eries 
of “yes.” He then departed andthe 
crowd disappeared. 

O’Ponnell” retired at an early hour 
last evening... 
promptly to 
shortly afier 5 o’clock. At 6; Father 
Fleming arrived. {He received the 
prisoner’s last,communication and #d- 
ministered the holy sacrament. A few 
}minutes before 8 o’clock the prisoner 
| was removed from. his ¢ell toa large 
rooni of the-prison. 

In the large room were stationed 
Binns, the hangman, the sheriff and 
under sheriffs, the ‘governor of the 
jail, Rev. Mr. Daffiell, prison chaplain, 
and a Newgate sturgeon. The process 
of pinioning, the prisoner's limbs was 
quickly performed by. Binn, Q’Don- 
nell keeping a resolute silence and 
showing the greatest firmness, occas- 
ionally. smiling in a half abstracted 
manner. This work done, the pro- 
cession moved to the court-yard where 
was the scaffuld, O’Donnell deelined 
any assistance in ascending the scaf- 
fold. Father Fleming, by bis side, 
repeated the service of the church for 
the dying and held a crucifix before 
O’Donnell’s gaze. The prisoner took 
his place on thejdrop under the rope, 
the slack of which was held over his 
jhead by a piece of thread.

WASHOK GEOLOGY. 
Scientific Study of the Comstesk 
Fissure. 

The.re port of the geological sur- 
vey of Washoe has been published 
and is quite interesting. The eco-

thet in the twenty-one yearsendiug: 


June 30, 1880, a little over $306,000, 
4000 worth of bullion hae been ex- 
tracted frum it. Of this about 
$132,000,000 worth was gold. The 
mines are the deepest in America, 
reaching a distance of over 3,000 
feet from the surface, and they con-| 
tain about 185 miles of galleries.

A DISCUSSION OF FAULTING 


Leads-to an explanation of the 
similarity of the shape of the west 
wall of the 'ede ahd the form of the 
adjoining face of the Virginia range.

After 
the death of Dick’s boy, the doctor 
left the tribe, and remained away 
until he was assassinated, The In- 
dians claim that be was insane.
